The proposed "anything to 
bc»t 


Grant" convention, about to bo held in 
St. Louis, reminds one forcibly of tho 
Cleveland convention of 1864. In that 
year the republican party, standing by 
the Union, desired the re-election of 
Abraham 
Lincoln. 
The democratic 


party declared the war a failure, and 
desired the election of McClellan. Then, 
as now, there were certain persons who 
had "convictions," and could not act 
with either party. They persisted in 
calling themselves republicans, though 
all their influence went into the scales 
along with the enemies of the Union 
and the republican party. 


A historian of those times says: 


"Outside of the republican and demo- 
cratic parties there was no prganiiation, 
and, to institute one, an irresponsible 
oall was issued for * convention to be 
held at Cleveland, Ohio, on the Slit 
day of May, 1864. Tbe call represent- 
ed that tbe publie liberties were in dan- 
ger, and declared for the 'one-term 
principle,' by which Mr. Lineoln should 
be set aside, however efficiently he 
might have served tho government, 
The people recognized this call to be 
simply what in reality it was—an anti- 
Lincoln demonstration—and paid no 
attention to it except in one or two in- 
stances. * * * * * The convention 
was held at tbe appointed time, and it 
brought together an insignificant num- 
ber of politicians self-appointed to their 
scats in tho convention. 
It was in no 


sense the uprising of popular foeling or 
conviction, and its action found no re- 
sponse in the popular heart, 
Fremont's 


name formed the rallying point of tho 
convention. 
Wendell 
Phillips 
and 


Frederick Douglass sent letters to it. 
Mrs. K. Cady Stanton approved of tho 
convention in a letter." 


Fremont wag nominated for tho pres- 


idency by this convention, and he ac- 
cepted in a letter full of vindictivcnei*B 
toward President Lincoln, 
He charged 


the administration with 'managing the 
war for personal ends, with incapacity 
and selfishness, with disregard of con- 
stitutional rights, with violation of per- 
sonal liberty and tho liberty of tlic 
prcai), and with feebleness and want of 
principle." 


"If Mr. Lincoln should be nominat- 


ed," said he, "as I believe it would be 
fatal to tbo country to endorse a policy 
and renew a power which has cost us 
the lives of thousands of men, and 
needlessly put the country on the road 
to bankruptcy, there will be no other 
alternative but to organise against him 
every element of conscientious opposi- 
tion with the view to prevflnt the mis- 
fortune of his re-election." 


In September, 1864, General Fre- 


mont withdrew from tho race and in his 
letter said : 


''In respect to Mr. Lincoln I continue 


to hold exactly the sentiments contain- 
ed in my letter of acceptance. 
I eon- 


aider that his administration has bren 
polkicully and linaucially a failure, and 
that it-N uet'CHHary continuance in u cause 
of regret to the Republican parly." 


The platform of the Cleveland con- 


vention declared that the 
President 


should hold office for only a single 
term. 


It is Mien how similar the St. Louis 


tiffiiir will be to that of 18<M at Cleve- 
land. 
In the one the animating spirit 


wus hatred of Mr. Lincoln and "convic- 
tions" at'iiinst a "second term." In the 
other it in lutred of Cencrul Grant and 
"convictions" ugainst u "third term." 
At Cleveland it was shown that Lin- 
coln WIIH n bad, dangerous man, his ad-- 
ministration a failure, and that his elec- 
tion the second lime would bo a nation- 
al calamity. 
At St. Louis the case will 


be equally well made out against Gen- 
eral Grant. 
He will be pronounced a 


bud, dangerous man—his administration 
corrupt; and it will be solemnly re- 
solved that his re-election will be the 
deathblow of the republic.

TUB COOK COUNTY CONVENTION. 


A Deplorable State of Affairs. 


It is yet too soon to make up any 


well-considered verdict upon the merits 
of the difficulty which took place in 
the Cook county Republican conven- 
tion on yesterday, and which resulted

what that custom was. I stated to 
Mr. Farwoll that my purpose was to 
fairly give to tho majority tho power 
of settling the temporary organization 
and to submit to wards sending uncon- 
tented delegates the selection of tem- 
porary chairman. 
This mot with Mr. 


Farwoll's approval, but he insisted that 
the practice was not for tho chairman 
of the central committee to nominate 
the temporary chairman,

with several other gentlemen I was as- 
sured that the custom had uniformly 
been for the chairman of the central 
committee to nominate tho temporary 
chairman. 
1 bad resolved to nominate

I 
called the convention to order, and, 
after the call was a-ad by the secretary, 
proceeded to state to the convention 
what was the usage, as I am informed, 
intending to nominate Mr. George C.

stamp on checks drawn on banks : 


That petitions for the passage of 


eucli a bill, presented to tho House and 
referred to "said committee, urgc-tly 
demanded this action. 
The two-cent 


stamp is one of r.hc few remaining tax- 
es ^denominated a "war tax," and is 
paid, not by the bank, but every person 
who deposits his or h<r money for safe- 
keeping in a bank, This will be a re- 
lief to all classes of persons. 
As the 


law now stands, money may be deposit- 
ed in a bank for date-keeping without 
cost to the depositor, but cannot be 
drawn without paying this tax under a 
heavy penalty. 
Your committee there- 


fore recommend the passage of the 
bill.
